DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 1 , 2003 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it. in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention, 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. This claim is drawn to a braid folding unit. The shield pipe 
fitting reciting in the claim is not an element of the folding unit, but is a part of the work 
which is secured to the wire at a later stage of the fabrication process after the braid has 
been expanded and folded by the folding unit. The claim, therefore, fails to accurately 
depict the invention as disclosed. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. * 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claim I, as understood, is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Fujita et al. 

As set forth in MPEP 21 1 5, a recitation of the article or material being worked 
upon in an apparatus claim is of no significance in determining patentability. Giving the 
recitation of a shield pipe no weight, Fujita et al. discloses every element of this claim as 
required by Section 102. An expanding means having laterally actuated jaws is seen in 
Figure 23. An expanding pipe is shown in Figure 24, and a braid folding member is 
shown in Figure 25. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §.103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujita et 
al. in view of Deuel et al. 

As pointed out above, Fujita et al. discloses braid beating, expanding and folding 
as required by this claim. Fujita et al. does not show fitting a shield pipe on the folded 
braid. Deuel et al. shows that assembly of a shield pipe to reversely folded braiding Is a 
well known technique for grounding a coaxial cable termination assembly. See ground 
shell 30 in Figure 3 and column 2, lines 18 to 36. Applicant also discloses on page 1 of 
the specification that the use of a shield pipe is conventional. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to assemble a shield pipe (ground shell) to the Figure 25 folded 
braid of the Fujita et al. coaxial cable, as shown by Deuel et al., in order to utilize 
conventional grounding means in a subsequent termination assembly.
